if this 4id not result, might cause death 
if the heart’s action were irregular.

COULD BE NO INQUIRY 


Speaker Leaves Hall, but Ef- 
fort-Will Be Made to Ques- 
tion Him Later. 


Manning W. Cochrane, president of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, defended 
that body and other boards of trade 
in an address before the National 
Farmers’ Convention at the Coliseum 
Thursday, and told the 200 assembled 
agticulturists that the bucket shops, 
and not the legitimate grain ex- 
changes, were the bodies which they 
should fight. 

“Unfortunately,” said Cochrane, 
“the public knows bucket shaps more 
intimately than it knows grain ex- 
changes. The farmers have formed 
their ideas of the grain trade from 
the most unprincipled set of gamblers 
the world has even seen. 

“What is the difference between a 
grain exchange and a bucket shop, 
do you ask? It is the difference be- 
tween a national bank and a faro 
bank, betwen a good dollar and a 
counterfeit dollar.” 

He said that ‘bulls’ and ‘‘bears,”’ 
who represented respectively the pro- 
ducer and the consumer, did not raise 
or lower the price, but that they kept 
pricés steady, and that the price was 
determined by the law of supply and 
demand. He invited the delegates to 
visit the Merchants’ Exchange, and 
took his leave too soon to hear the 
questions which several delegates later 
said they wanted to ask him. It was 
decided to hold a discussion of the 
subject of grain speculation later, and 
ask Cochrane to attend it. 

David R.. Francis was scheduled for 
the opening address, but did not ap- 
pear. A number of Missouri farmers 
met in the gallery and held a sort of 
“rump convention’ to discuss local 
plans for co-operation. President Bar- 


rett, after calling them: to order several 


times for disturbing the rest of the 
meeting, persuaded tlhiem to join the 
main body. L. C. Crow; president of 
the State Farmers’ Union of Washing- 
ton, and Joe Robertson of Arkansas 
were two of the morning speakers. 
Unions Want Formers Help. 

Conferences have been held daily this 
week between Samuel-Gompers and sev- 
eral labor leaders, and the executive 
committee of the Farmers’ Union, seek- 
ing to work out a pian by which the 
workingmen and tarmers may unite for 
the betterment of both. The sessions 
are held at Gompers’ rooms in the 
Planters Hotel. . 

Gompers and the farmers’ representa- 
tives deny that the affiliation is to be 
the formation of a new political party. 
It is explained that by combining, the 
farmers and union labor expect to be 
able to force certain legislation which 
will be of a lasting benefit to both 
classes. 

Former Gov. Joseph W. Folk was ap- 
plauded when he told the delegates to 
the Convention Wednesday that 


the fight of the farmer is ont 


to obtain’ special privileges for him- 
self, but to keep others from getting 
privileges at his expense. He said that 
all the farmer asks is an equal oppor- 
tunity to live and labor and enjoy the 
fruits of honest toil. Mr. Folk spoke 
on “Ths Farmer and the Tariff.’’’ 

A. O. Staniléy,’a@ leader in the Ken- 
tucky tobacco growers societies, so 
warmed up to his subject on “The To- 
bacco Situation in Kentucky” that he 
removed his collar and tie during his 
talk, remarking that he was “used. to 
working without a collar, anyhow.”’

trust act. He declared that James B.

I am a wage earner, 3 years old, and have a 
wife and three children, al) girls from 9 to M4 years 
old. My salary is $15 a week. After I pay my 
rent, fuel, light, meat and grocery’ bills, there is 
not enough money left to buy plain, decent cloth- 
ing to go around. 

We do not spend any money for pleasure; never 
go to any places of amusement and have got to a 
point: where even a car ride, that is not absolutely 
necessary, is never taken. 

My oldest daughter is at an age when she could. 
be immensely benefited by continuing in school. 

Yet in order to make a living there seems no other 
way but that she must go to work. 

Although I am a skilled laborer, wages in my 
trade remain the same, while all articles of living 
‘have continued to advance for the past five or ten 
years. 

Now, I am both temperate and industrious; I 
am possessed of ordinary intelligence and educa- 
tion and practice economy in every way possible, 
yet I am unable to make a living for my wife and 
three children, which is not a large family. I do 
not mean’a luxurious living, but a decent one con- 
sisting of wholesome food and plain clothing. Con- 
sequently I am forced to put my half-grown chil- 
dren to work the instant the law will, permit, al- 
though I know they can earn but a few dollars— 
about $3.50 or $4.60 a week in some

Not Risk Their Lives 
Foolishly. 


Chief ef Police Young announced 
Thursday that he will make a thorough 


investigation of the cenduct of the po- 


licemen in whose presence Frank Bres- 
tel shot and killed his wife Tuesday 


‘afterneon, and then, while patrolmen 


surrounded the house at 8023 Whittier 
street, shot himself with a revolver. 
Young said that he would require a sup- 
plementary report from Capt. Reynolds 
of the Deer Street station, giving fuller. 
information, and an individual report 
from each policeman concerned in the 
tragedy. 

The Police Chief does not accuse the 
police of undue caution in failing to 
enter the house and capture Brestol be- 
fore he killed his wife and then him- 
self, but he is doubtful, he' says, as 
to whether they displayed enough of 
what he calls “tact and diplomacy” in 
attempting to induce Brestol to sur- 
render. 

One trategem they might have tried, 
the Chief said, was to smoke Brestel 
out with burning cayenne pepper. The 
Chief by this method once forced a 
madman to surrender. 

“The police were at the Brestol house 
twe hours before they get in,” contin- 
ued the Chief, “and that seems a pretty 
long time.. Frem newspaper accounts it 
was at least a half hour after Brestol 
shot himself that the police learned he 
was dead. I want to find eut if it 
were possible to have discovered the 
fact earlier.

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“The police did right not to risk their in 


lives entering the house after Brestel 
declared he would kill the first one 
that went in. They had no right te go 
into the house after him before he shot 
his wife. I don’t know whether she told 
them he had a shotgun, but, even if 
she did, they had no right to take it 
away from him. The law gives every 
man the privilege of shotguns 
and weapons of any kind ffi his house.”

“I refer particularly to Capt. 
O'Malley. His act in entering the 
house, pistol In hand, was that of a 
bold, brave man. You couldn’t have 
hired me to go in.” 

Capt. Reynolds’ report to. the 
Chief on the murder and suicide is 
short, and mentions the names of but 
three policemen, Wildberger, Cotter 
and Benderoth, who were standing at 
Mrs. Brestol’s side when her husbaagd 
shot her through a screen door. 

It states that “after every: means 
had been exhausted to gain entrance 
by cajolery and diplomacy, the police 
forced the kitchen door and found 
Brestol dead on the floor.” 
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
